Lady’s Fancy is one of the prettiest 
miniatures I ever saw. 

I haven't anything new for this year, but there is an 
amber collarette that I have called Amberette and a 
dwarf red anemone that look good. They will be in our 
trial grounds this year; watch for them. These two and 
Polar Queen that I told you about last year I hope to 
release next year. 

1 am sorry that I am late this year in getting this 
crice list to you, but the delay was caused by me 
taking over the management of the greenhouses at the 
University of Cincinnati. This gives me an opportunity 
for doing some of the experiments I had hoped to do 
but did not have the facilities with which to do them, 
but it also cuts down on the time I have for dahlias.
